The Chinese Imperial Court, including the 
Emperor and Empress Dowager, are reported 
to have left Taiyuan-fu for Hsian-fu on the 
Ist inst. - 

The Japanese Military Mancuvres, which 
were to have taken place in Kiushin this 
autumn, have been abandoned on account of 
the trouble in China. 

M. Rollin-Jacquemyns, the General Adviser 
to the Siamese Government, will be leaving 
Genoa for Siam on the 8th inst. He is 
expected in Singapore early in November. 

Yu Hsien, the infampus Governor of Shansi, 
formerly removed from Shantung after the 
murder of Mr. Brooks, has been ordered to 
resign Shansi and await a fresh appointment. ° 

A special East Asiatic Department has been 
created at the German War Office to deal with 
the despatch of troops and other matters in 
connection with the present crisis in the Far 
East. 

An Imperial Decree issued at the end of last 
month declared Hsian-fu to be the capital of 
the Chinese Empire, and Tuan Fang, Acting 
Governor of Shenai, was ordered to prepare the 
Imperial Palace. 

On the 3rd inst. we received information to 
the effect that all the shipping companies of 
this port had withdrawn their vessels from the 
West River and sold them, owing to the restrio- 
tive regulations and the differential treatment 
accorded to British vessols. 

.The French guaboat Avalanche returned on 
Sunday to Canton from Shon Tak, after doing 
soms useful work in conjunction with the Chi. 
nese authorities in suppressing disturbances. 
An inguiry into the rioting was held, four 
ringleadsrs beheaded, and a number of others 
arrested. 


News arrived in Hongkong this week of the 
visit of H.M.S. Robin to Luklao, West River, 
a spot where the British-owned steamer Lunj- 
kiang had been stoned by the villagers. The 
‘Robii fired. a few shots into the bank. 
H.M.S. Sandpiper was stoned at Shikwan, West

Jie “deeply regrets the necessity 
he is under to proceed first to Hsian-fu, the 
permanent cap‘tal o? the Empire, owing to 
the absen:e of foddor for thousands of baggage 
animals and ten thonsands. of horsemen.” ‘The 
Sonth-erstern Viosrvys and Governors are 
required to find money and rice, and the troops 
of the escort ars strictly enjoined not to injure 
peaceful people.

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THE CRISIS AND THE ELECTION. 


——_@——_— 
(Daily Press, 1st October.) 

‘What with the dissolution of Parliament 
and the opening of a direct cable line from 
Tientsin to Gutzlaff, we in China are left to 
outside indications for our knowledge of the 
progress of affairs in the North. From 
those indications we seem to be justified in 
the conclusion that the difference of opinion 
between the Powers has now amounted to 
un open divergence. On the one side stand 
Germany, England, and apparently Japan— 
we say, apparently, because Japan has been 
seeking to pursue a course of her own in 
minor matters—and on the ‘other, more or 
less united, Russia, France, and the United 
States. The other Powers according to their 
private sympathies are prepared to follow 
the lead of one or other of these divisions. 
Of course we should be wrong were we to 
affirm that the United States were conscious- 
ly following the lead given by Russia, and 
the Government at Washington would be the 
first to repudiate such a suggestion ; but the 
fact remains that, explain the cause however 
it may, Russia is cerainly taking advan- 
tage of the position in America to advance 
her own altogether selfish aims. The United 
States havean enormous constituency, and all 
the defects of a large constituency are enor- 
mously developed. Every voter in the Union 
is supposed to have a definite knowledge on 
every subject of interest to the country, and 
on no eubject is the ordinary citizen more 
thoroughly convinced of his ability to form 
an opinion than on this of the re tions of 
the Union with all foreign nations. The 
class of men who have practical experience 
in the very complicated foreign relations 
of the country are unfortunately very 
limited, more so than in most Euro- 
pean nations, because the States have 
not yet seen the necessity of training 
a diplomatic service; and the consequence 


is that every fourth year, pending the 


Presidential election, the foreign relations 
of the nation are left for a term to the blind 
instigations of the’ mere politician. How- 
ever well the President and his Secretary of 
State may comprehend the position, in the 
ordinary course they are for some four 
months in the han.s of the wire-pullers, 


and have to obey their more or less despotic 
orders. A comparatively small section of 
the people really controls the issue of the 


election, and it is to catch the waverers, 
rather than the men of sound judgment, 
that every effort has to be made. Aterica, 


equally with England, suffers under the 
tyranny of party -cries, and the cry mest 


frequently heard is that of the “anti-im- 
perialists,” that is of men who honestly 
fear that the extension of the foreign posses- 
sions of the States may result in such an 
alteration of the institutions of the nation 
as to seriously jeopardise its stability. 
This cry is sure to be heard at the hustings, 
and the attempt is being widely made to 
associate a forward policy in China with the 
results of the Spanish war in the Philippines. 
At another time this fceling would lead to 
make America join hands with England and 
Germany in opposing the policy of partition, 
but in the present instance, through want 
of reasoning power amongst the masses, it 
actually is tending to strengthen the ov 
posite party. While this is undoubtedly 
the actuating motive in America, a very 
similar position in England induces the 
British Government to delay exposing its 
policy. As in the States ‘a General 
Election takes place within a few weeks 
through the United Kingdom, and the 
Government is concerned to meet the 
country under the most favourable terms. 
The appeal is confessedly on the policy of 
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the Government in South Africa, and not 
unnaturally it is trying to simplify this 
appeal, and reduce it as much as possible to 
the one issue. While there is a general con- 
sensus with regard to the policy to be 
carried out in the recent republics, men’s 
minds are not so uniform as to the measures 
to be adopted in China; and Lord Satis- 
BurRyY's Cabinet seek rather a general ap- 
proval of their attitude than any definite 
expression of opinion. The broad outline 
that its policy is to be opposed to annexation 
and separate spheres has been sketched out, 
but of the measures proposed and the 
method intended of putting them in action 
no word has been permitted to escape. 
Unfortunately Lord Satrssury is felt to be 
weak, his whole policy with regard to China 
has been a mistaken one, and his entire 
efforts have been devoted to getting a com- 
placent House to give him a free hand. As 
far as can be judged from present appear- 
ances the Governmental majority in the 
House is not unlikely te be even further 
increased, and under certain circumstances 
this is a point for congratulation. The 
Opposition is hopelessly divided, but for- 
tunately the strongest party amongst the 
many into which it is divided are. favourers 
of a strong Imperial policy. Judging from 
previous experience the effect on the House 
will be to make a new division of parties, 
and will not improbably lead to a 
rapprochment between the more confirmed 
Imperialists of the Governmental party 
and the similar section of the Opposi- 
tion. Such, as long as Government is carried 
on by party, must always be the fate of a 
party which has attained any yrent pre- 
dominence, and such will doubtless be the 
case in the new Parliament. It is dangerous 
to prophesy in such a case, but the indica- 
tions point to some such modification, and 
the enforced retirement of the less active 
members of the present Cabinet and their 
replacement by one or more of their oppon- 
ents, who have been gradually working to 
the front. ‘The divisions of party have 
ceased to be along the lines brought into 
being by the original Reform Party and 
accentuated bya Guapsrone. Matters which 
would have divided the old pariies to their 
lowermost depths have ‘been decided in the 
last Parliament without arousing a party 
feeling ; and the most radical of measures 
have been brought forward by, and warmly 
supported by, the most confirmed Tories. 
Such are the circumstances under which the 
fifteenth Parliament of Queen Vicroria is 
being summoned, and we can only hope 
that it will lead the way to a better judg- 
ment of the importance of the issues pending 
in the Far East.

of the externul Powers. - The.Dowager, who, 
kowever lacking in..personal courage, cer- 
tainly does not lack audacity, -has with no 
uncertain language expressed her intention 
of ridding herself of the persons of the two 
Yangtze Viceroys, and towards this end she 
has been quietly aiming at surrounding them 
with creatures devoted to her personal in- 
terests. Uncertain how to act in the pre- 
sence of the vacillating conduct of the 
foreign Powers, especially of England, who 
they suspect would not scruple to throw 
them overboard at the last moment, 
they have hesitated in refusing to re- 
ceive these emissaries of disorder. Grow- 
ing bolder from her former immunity, the 
Empress Dowager hasnot scrupled to attempt 
to place her minions even in the headquar- 
ters of foreign influence, with the evident in- 
tention of check-mating the Powers themsel- 
ves ; and the feeble remonstrances with which 
this latest move has been met are an indica- 
tion, of how little, evenat'this eleventh hour, 
the situation is comprehended. The natural 
course in such an event would be to inform 
the viceroys that no interference with the 
internal administration of the provinces by 
the self-constituted goverument will be per- 
initted, and that they will-be backed up in 
any refusal on their part to adinit any 
nominees of the insurgent government, till 
the Emperor himself is restored as th 
actual, and not the merely nominal head, o 
the State. Such a course would only be the 
logical outcome of the crimes committed in 
the Emperor’s name and would go a long 
way to convince the viceroys that. the Powers 
aro really in earnest; and that the system 
of terrorism which has been rampant for the 
last two years will be no longer permitted to 
stand in the way of the restoration of order. 
We have taken the trouble of expelling from 
Peking the recalcitrant party ; we have oc- 
cupied the greater part of the metropolitan 
province, we have superseded the imperial 
powers in Shanghai, and practically in the 
Interests cf all undertaken to police the 
basin of the Yangtze; and yet with all the 
means in our hands of bringing about a 
settlement, we actually permit the Empress 
und her crew a free hand in upsetting 
all our arrangements. If we had an 
armed nation to oppose us such as 
we encountered in the Orange territories in 
Africa, the course we suggest would of 
course not be practicable ; but circumstances 
alter cases, and in China all the elements of 
order are on our side in’ upsetting a clique, 
which, except that it happens to possess the 
body of the Emperor, is, save for ' its 
crimes, a farce. In refusing to accept the 
Dowager’s nominees we are in no respect 
contravening the independence of China ; as 
neither by Chinese nor international lnw | 
can the body of conspirators who hold the 
Emperor's person in bondage be looked 
‘ upon as the legitimate rulers of the state. 
So long as we, in the fice of these facts, 
continue to give countenance to the pre- 
tended edicts proceeding from the fugitives 
from justice, so long must we ex ect to be 
met by similar travesties ; and so long 28 we 
show ourselves alarmed by these preposter- 
ous missives, so long will the viceroys have 
justification for respecting them. This is 
really the position. An outrageous woman, — 
in open rebellion against the head of the ~ 
state, but presuming on the. unfortunate 
fact that she happens to hold the Emperor's 
person, issucs in his name ; proclamations 
pretending ‘to be’ Imperial Bdicts; in the 
ordinary course of events. these proclama- 
tions would be disregarded; but we in oue 


feebleness, ‘though the woman 1s & fugitivr 
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from our arms, ate content to 
these silly fulminations as serious; and being 
masters of the situation, by so doing impress 
the Provinces with the idea that we desire 
that they should respect them also. We 
profess not to be at war with China ; and yet 
we accept as China the very faction we have 
just driven from the seat of Government, and 
fail to see the incongruity of our actions with 
our professions. If we accept the vapourings 
of the Dowager and her crew as the genuine 
outcomings of the government of China, 
then ipso facto we acknowledge that we are 
carrying on war with China. If, however, 
we take the more natural and straightforward 


course of refusing to acknowledge the woman | 


and her followers as other than insurgents 

. at war with their Emperor, as well as with 
, civilisation in general, then the only policy 
: is at once to declare openly our position as 
regards the situation, and take care that the 
provinces shall be warned to give no more 
support to the irregular faction now pre- 
tending to usurp the functions of Imperial 
government; and further that no person 
professing to act on their authority or as 

, their emissary shall be permitted to assume 

any rank or title thereby conferred; or to

MARKET ACCOMMODATION IN 
HONGKONG. 


————— 
(Daily Press, 5th October.) 

‘All unbiased readers, we feel sure, will 
heartily approve of Mr. Oszorne's motion, 
uuanimously supported at the last Sanitary 
Board meééting, that the Government be 
asked to arorits a suitable market. in Tsim- 
shatsui for the especial convenience of Eu- 
ropeans resident on the Peninsula That such 
a necessury building is not already in exist- 
ence is a matter for legitimate surprise and 
complaint. . It is an established and _incon- 
trovertible fact that markets, on whatever 
pat of the island or mainland, have always 

m a safe and sound investment; while 

; latterly they have yielded almost pheno- 
; menal returns. ‘The city of Victoria itself, 

in this considerable matter of market accoim- 
modation, is far from being satisfactory. 
The exorbitant rents exacted for dwellings 
fitted for Chinese of the respectable working 
and coolie classes, in the streets immediately 
off Quéen’s Road, have driven whole clans of 
these people higher up the hill, Tenements 
that formerly were almost exclusively in- 
habited by th poorer sections of the Eu- 
ropean community are now wholly mono- 
‘polised by the native labouring classes. 
Carpenters, tinsmiths, bootmakers, washer- 
‘men, and so forth, who of old were almost 
entirely located in and about the thorough- 
fares on the Praya level, have, in quite a 
“number of instances, migrated up the hill, 
where landlords are less unreasonable in 
their demands. This somewhat sudden 
shifting of great masses of the population 
has brought in its train many attendant 
disadvantages. The markets, which once 
were in the middle of their customers, are 
not now so central, so readily got at. Ap- 
parently, the Government has made no 
arrangement to meet this altered state cf 
things. Time, labou:, and money are each 
“s and all as valuable to the humble native 
' toilers in Hongkong as to Europeans in 
| - Tsimshatsui ; and the arguments so vigor- 
ously and eloquently marshalled by Mr. 

Ospokne, on behalf of the Tsimshatsui 
a have equal weight and cogency when 
applied to Chinese n in Hongkong. The 
people who on grounds of economy have 
mn driven to live higher up the hill 
find their supplies of food much less 
accessible than when living in the neighbour- 
hood of Queen's Road. In most cases, their 
precarious mode of livelihood forces them to 
get their slender stores of fish, flesh, and 
. vegatables fresh for each frugal meal; and 
the tirhe consumed in going to and fro to 
make these purchases several times each

too thickly overgrown. Ubiquitous grass- 
cutters will, without being asked to do 20, 
clear off all grass ; it affords them a more or 
less succulent food for cattle in thé wet 
season, aud cheap firing or stable-bedding © 
in the winter months. The many coarse 
weeds, however, that spring up so rapidly by 
the roadside, especially on rubbish dumped 
down and left from building operations, are 
of no use as fodder, littering, or fuel, and 
growand spread unchecked, unless rooted 
up. As this latter function appears to 
belong to no one in particular, they grow in 
tangled confusion, 2 menace to the public 
health. Paths leading to houses and turfed 
banks should all be regularly attended to. 
Servants should not be permitted to throw 
away broken crockery, empty butter-tins 
and jam-cans into any odd corner out of 
sight. This may seem a trifle, but a heavy 
shower falls, the cast-away articles are filled 
with rain-water, and beimg wholly undis- 
turbed become prolific centres ‘of mos- 
quito life. The aspect of the sides of the 
Peak Road, from the ‘Tram Station at Plan- 
tation Road, down to the first European 
houses just above Queen’s Gardens, is not 
what it once was, and certainly not what it 
should be. Before the tram-line was laid, 
this road was the main, indeed the only, 
thoroughfare for those resident at the Peak. 
At the present moment it is ‘practically 
used solely by natives. The Conservancy 
coolies ure huge sinners in respect of the 
amount of matter dropped, accidentally or 
otherwise, over the wayside as they stagger 
down with their burdens. No doubt the 
Sanitary Board will, in time, be able more 
thoroughly to. control ths men guilty of this. 


when the Chinese are peparing one or other 
of their two chief meals. There cannot be 
the slightest doubt that a lot of meat and 
fish, otherwise unsalable in the Queen's 
Road markets, is thus got rid of by these 
enterprising individuals. These men gener- 
ally gather at a crossing, whence they have 
an uninterrupted view up and down several 
ways of approach. On the occasional 
leisurely arrival of the European constable 
of the district, they disappear, as if by 
magic, down some of the neighbouring alleys 
and lanes, to re-appear when he is out of 
sight. They are fully acquainted with the 
deliberate regular movements of the sleepy 
lukong and dreamy Indian policeman of the 
beat. Moreover, they are aided in their 
constant outlook for theee “preservers of the 
peace,” by mobs of sharp-eyed quick-witted 
ngau-wong-teai who infest .such localities, 
and who are as alert as any London street- 
arab or Paris gamin. A big part of. this 
clandestine trade in fresh animal food 
would be at once and inevitably 
scotched if a market were erected 
anywhere on the levelled and vacant land 
to the cast of the Tung-wa Hospital.

is heir in the tropics. Accurately described, 
the wound inflicted by the mosquito is nut 
a bite at all; for the flesh is not pinched, 
nipped, held, or seized in any manner 
either by teeth or by anything equivalent 
to teeth. It is rather a comparatively deep 
incision. ‘he intolerable smarting sen- 
sation may be partly the result of contact 
of the exposed edges of the wound with the 
air, directly the ylutted insect withdraws its 
proboscis ; but it is more probably very 
largely. due to the after-effects of the-injec- 
tion. The liquid food of the mosquito, it 
should be noticed, is venous, notarterial blood. 
Thisis a most important factor in the mos- 
quito’s life-history, and deserves the closest 
attention. Generally stated, the arteries are 
too deeply seated to be reached by the 
minute instruments at the insect's disposal ; 
or, rather, suitable veins are more readily 
accessible. The creature's fuud is also the 
medium whereby it infects as with discase. 
Venous blood, dark-coloured, devitalized. 
detritus-laden, flows sluggishly and evenly 
through the veins, and is less able to ward 
off the insidious attacks inade on it hy the 
imported parasite of disease than the bright- 
hued, re-quickened, hacmatin-charged blood 
that. pulses along the arteries. 'Che mosquito, 
in fact, instinctively selects the feeller of the 
{wo forms of blood as a medium of trans- 
mission. ‘The after-swelling causes the 
_ lips of the puncture to close up tightly ; and 
thus, hermetically sealed from the influences 
of light and air, enemies of all forms of 
disease, the implanted parasite is enabled to 
“accomplish its mission the more thoroughly. 
‘This little scientific digression, we hape, is 
not wholly out of place. In view uf-the 


- undisputed magnitude of the issues invalved, 


we think it behoves the wardens of the 
public health of the Colony to bestir them- 
selves, und to see that every thing possible 
is done to render our island an undesirable 
‘ abode to all species of culex.

But it must be 
remembered that this apparent plethora of 
business is caused to a great extent by the un- 
readiness of Chinese buyers to take delivery 
in consequence of the uritertainty of the trade 
condifions in the interior, and we must look 
forward to possible diminution in the volume of 
trade during the ensuing year. I regret to say 
that during the present year we have again 
been visited by a serious epidemic of plague, 
the number of cases up to the present being 
1065, and number of deaths 1007, or 94.5 per 
cent. I have directed that returns similar to 
those of last year shall be prepared, in the hope 
that ultimately the comparigon of returns may 
efford some clue to the conditions especially 
favourable to this scourge. I can vouch for the 
activity of the Sanitary Board, but so far nothing 
that has been done appears to affect the high 
death ra‘e of those stricken with the disease 
The systematic killing of rats has been actively 
carried ont, and this year up to the present 
40,500 have been destroyed. It is possible. that 
this may account for the diminution of the. 
number of cases as compared with last year. 
The condition of tho New. Territory is satisfac- 
tory, and the people now realize the bonefita of 
effective protection of life and property. The 
collection of land revenue has been delayed | 
owing to the -necessity of having an accurate 
survey of the land occupied, and the determina- 
tion of rights of cic me Gh on which subject 
many conflicting claims“ have been entered.

This vote was agreed to on the understanding 
that the question of the fees paid by private 
patients should be considered. 

The Governor recommends the Council to 
vote a sum of two hundred dollars (S200) to de- 
fray the salary of a Clerk during the current 
year in connection with the census of 1901. 

A sum of four thousand and five hundred 
dollars (34,500) in aid of the vote ‘‘ Maintenance 
of Waterworks, Kowloon.” ‘ 

On the vote with regard to the Kowloon 
Waterworks being brought up, 

The Hon. C. P. CHaTER said that probably 
the Chairman had read the statements made at 
the Sanitary Board meeting with regard to the 
water supply at Kowloon. Complaints were 
numerous, and he wis informed that not only 
had people to pay for water which they did 
not get but they had to pay for air. He was 
told that the meters registered air, and that 
they had registered air as water fo such an ex- 
tent that honseholders had had to!pay for using 
more water that the quantity allowed when 
they had not used any water at all. 

‘he CHAIRMAN said that the explanation 
of this vote was that the expenses in connection 
with the Kowloon water supply had been excep- 
tionally heavy this year. The two pumps had 
been repaired at a cost of $2,150. 

The Director of Pusuic Works said he 
was glad to have the opportunity of reply- 
ing to the statement as to the registering of air. 
It was simply impossible for a meter to register 
air unless the tap was left open. It had 

come to his knowledge that many people at Kow- 
loon had been in the habit lately of leaving their 
taps open at night. There had been a great dif- 
ficulty in kceping up the water supply in Kow- 
loon. The principal reason was the enormous 
increase in population, and then the breaking 
down of the pumps had given them an immensity 
of trouble. Pumping had to go on throughout 
the 24 hours. It was most wasteful for people 
to leave their taps open all night, and he 
threatened to ; rosecute offenders in the future. 
If the meters of people who wasted water in 
this manner registered air all he could say was 
that it served them right. The only complaint, 
however, which he had had in regard 
matter was a case in which $1.80 was paid by 
the occupants of a whole terrace because the 
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. water represeritel is having been’ used 
them was in 6xcéss of thé quantity allowed. 

The Hon. C. P. CHateR—If ah individual . 
does not get any water the only thing he can 
possibly do is to keép his tap open so that he 
may catch some. Some tenants. absolutely 
no water. 

The Hon. R. D. Onmssy questioned this. 

The Hon. C. P, Ona'trsr—That is what I am 
told, and to get water.at all they have.to keep 
the taps open, and when they do keep them open 
apparently air gets through the meters and is re- 
gistered as water. If it is necessary to have an 
additional pump the Council would n ot hesitate 
to approve a vote. It has been the invariable 
of rule of the unofficial members of this Council 
never to object any vote for water. On the 
contrary, they had. been the people who had 
been pushing on others, and apparently the 
Government had not gone on as rapidly as they 
the unofficial members would have liked to see 
them go. 

The CHAIRMAN—It is equally the desire of 
the Government to have the water supply of 
Kowloon placed on a satisfactory footing, and 
honourable members will find on consulting the 
estimates that there are very larye sums in- 
serted there with a view to ca g on the 
works. Unfortunately works of that kind take 
time. I hope it will be possible to improve the 
water supply before the water-works are com- 
pleted. That is a matter which is engaging the 
attention of the Director of Public Works. 

The Hon.C P. Cuater said that the trouble 
had been that the water staff had been too amall. 
They had not had enough men to carry out the 
work in connection with the water supply. The 
uncfiicial members had pointed out more than 
once that the staff of the water works was far 
below what it should be. ; 

The CHamrmaNn—If that is the case the 
unofficial members are quite right in calling 
attention to the matter. I shall take steps to 
ascertain whether the staff is undermanned, 
and if it is it is only right it should be increased. 

The CaPRAIN SUPERINTENDENT of POLICE 
pointed out that previous to the-extension of 
the boundary of Kowloon there were no 
places where they could ‘store water and the 
boundary was.only extended a little more than 
a year ago. The old water works at Kowloon 
were only of limited capacity. People said. 
“ Why have not reservoirs been made?” He would 
remind them that they could not go into the 
Empire of China to do this. As soon as the 
hills behind Kowloon became British territory 
steps were taken to provide for the construc- 
tion of such reservoirs as would ensure an ad- 
equate supply of water. They could not get 
water out of stone. 

The Dirgctor of Pustic Works. said that 
almost immbdiately after the British took pos- 
session of the New Territory he went out with 
another officer, and they found a stream which 
they coull tap and bring into Kowloon. 
They laid a pipe and within a few months 
the water supply of Kowloon was_ increased 
by 50 per cent. He and Mr. Gibbs 
then examined a site for a reservoir, and a 
scheme was drawn up which was now ander 
the consideration of the consulting engineer 
at home. The scheme, however, would take two 
or three years to carry out. There had been 
no delay on the part of the government, who 
had never refused him money to carry any 
works on. ‘ 

Answering the Hon. C. P. Chater, the 
Digector oF Pustic Worxs assured him 
that though the construction of the water works 
at Kowloon would occupy three years arrange- 
ments could be made in the meantime to in- 
crease the water-supply for Kowloon. 

This was all the business.

THE ARMS ORDINANCE. 


. ; AN IMPORTANT POINT. 

At tha Magistracy on the 2nd inst. Mr. Haze- 
land gave his decision in the case of the arms 
dealer (Ho Sai Wing. Queen's Road), against 
whom three stmmonses had been issued for 
offences against the Arms Ordinance, 

His Worship said—The Defendant was 
summoned pursuant to section 14 of the 
Arms and Ammunition Ordinance 1909, on 
three summonses, for that he being a 
licensed dealer in arms unlawfully did neglect 
to enter in his book of sales the name, occupa- 
tion and address of the purchaser of the arms 
set out in the said thres summonses. 

The defendant pleaded that’ the mere fact of 
a dealer-in arms having omitted to keep a re- 
cord in his book of sales of the name. occupa- 
tion, and address of a purchaser from him of 
arms.and ammunition is no offence unless it is 
proved that such name, occupation and address 
was “at tho time of the purchase given to the 
arms dealer by the purchaser.” 

. The sales book ofthe Defendant was put in 
and the three items under which the Defendant 
was summoned are as follows : — 


‘ person (not exempted by the provisos in section 


Date, 3rd day ; purchaser's ndme, European ; 
occupation, for protection; address Chung 
Wan; description of goods, 150 cartridges ; 
price $3.70. 

Purchaser, Europsau; description of goods, 
100 cartridges; price 81. 

The third entry with which fault was found 
read as follows:—Bound for San U. Tai Ping 
pass boat; to be loaded with sandry goods; 
moored at West Point, 30 boxes big caps; 
received $6.30, 

There is an imperative duty on every im- 
porter of. dealer in or vendor of arms and am- 
munition under section 14 to enter certain par- 
ticulars in his book of sales. 

In the present case the book of sales which 
has been put in show that the section has not 
been compliel with. The onus is therefore in 
my opinidn shifted on the Defendant to show 
to the Court that is was impossible for him to 
comply with the terms of the said Section. 

Section 6 of the Ordinance is as follows .— 


“No arms or ammunition shall be sold to any

5 from the necessity of taking out a license). 

(a.) for use within the colony unless the 
purchaser presenta at or before the time of 
purchase a valid ‘license either to carry or to 
have in his possession such arms or ammunition, 
or 

(v.) for export from the colony unless the 
vendor has obtained from the Captain Super- 
intendent of Police an export permit which 
may be in the fo given in the schedule 
hereto annexed marked and shall be made out 
in Chinese as well as in English: Provided, 
nevertheless, that no export permit shall be 
required in respect of any ammunition which is 
being exported from the colony direct from 
the Government Depot on Stonecutter’s Island 
under a delivery order issued by the Harbour 
Master. : 

“Such export permit or such delivery order 
when granted shall be deemed equivalent to the 
license of the Captain Superintendent of Police 
to carry or possess arms or ammunition, but in 
the case of an export permit it shall only operate 
as such a license up to the time named in such 
permit for the return of such permit. 

* An application for such permit{shall be in 
the form given in the schedule hereto annexed 
marked A and shall be made out in Chinese as 
well as in English in cases where the applicant 
is a Chinaman, and shall be signed by the vend- 
or of the said arms or ammunition and filed by 
him with the Captain Superintendent of Police. 
No fce shall be payable in respect of filing auch 
application or granting such permit.” 

Under sub-section (a) the name at least of 
the person licensed ‘to carry or have in his pos- 
session arms or ammunition would be within 
the knowledge of the Defendant and if the pur- 
chaser was an “exempted person’ it would be 
the vendor's duty to satisfy himeolf that 
such purchaser was an exemp person. 

With respect to sub-section (6) the vendor is 
required by form B in the schedule to the Ordin- 
ance to return the permit together with the 
master's or mate's receipt. Under this sub-section 
at any rate the vendor would know the name 
and address of the purchaser who wonld be the 
consignee of the said “arms and ammunition.” 

I therefore convict the defondaut, and fine 
him the sum of fifty dollars on each of the 
three summonses—such fines to be consecutive. 


A telegram to Japan from Masampo. Corea, 
states that a piece of land extending over 1.500 
tsubo, which was leased to Ruasia, and another 
piece of the same area in possession of a Japa- 
nese at that Corean port, have been exchanged 
at the request of the Russian authorities. It 
appears, says the Nagasaki Press, that the long- 
talked-of Masampo affair has thus been brought 
to an amicable settlement among the parties 
concerned. 

By order of the Japanese Government, the 
Osaka Shosen Kaisha is about to open two new 
steamship services to Corea, in addition to 
the Company's regular service between Kobe! 
and Masampo. One of the new lines is from 
Kobe to Uhemulpo via Moji, Fusan, and Mokpo, 
the other one being from Kobe to Chinnampo 
by way of Moji, Nagasaki, Fusan, and Chemul- 
po. These lines will be run twice every three 
weeks by the Sumidagawa-maru, Chikugegatwa- 
mara and the Shinarogawa-maru.

DISASTROUS FIRE 
---—-—e—— ee 
A BOAT-BUILDER'S YARD BURNT OUT, 
One of the most disastrous fires experienced, 
in the colony fur some time todk place in the 
Kowloon peninsula on the night of the 28th ult., 
whea the villageof Mongkoksui(between Yaumati 
and Taikokeui), which consisted almost entirely of 
boat-building sheds, with about a dozen ‘family 
houses for the workpeople, was des ,- to- 
gether with a number of junks, launches, and 
fishing boats which were either being construct- 
ed or repaired. 

Inspector Macdonald, of the Yaumati 
Police Station, noticed the outbreak at about 
ten o'clock in the evening. -He was the 
only European in the Station at the 
time, but with the assistance of the (hi- 
nese on the premises the fire-engine 
was got out and taken with all speed to 
the scene of the outbreak. In the mean- 
time flames and smoke had been seen 
issuing from s launch-building shed owned 
by Cheong Kit, by a Chinaman in the vicinity. 

his mau immediately gave the alarm, so that 
by the time the Yaumati Fire Brigade arrived the 
workpeople were doing all they could to combat 
the flames, which, however, had spread with 
great rapidity. It was seen at once that 
to save the yard was almost a hopeless 
task, and from the first the efforts of the fire- 
men were directed towards preventing the flames 
from spreading beyond a certain area. The 
military authorities had been informed early on, 
and two companies of the 22nd Bombay Infantry 
and two companies of the 8rd Madras Infantry 
were placed under arms and formed a fire pic- 
ket. ‘Che Madras men held the Yaumati ap- 
proach to the fire while the Bombays guarded 
the approach from the other side, remaining on 
duty until one o'clock on Saturday morning. Th 
two Government fire floats and the Dock Com- 
pany's float did what they could to assist in 
combatting the flames, together with the fire 
engine from Yaumati. Their efforts, however, 
seemed to make but little impression. Soon the 
whole yard was in a blaze. ked at from the 
adjoining hills it seemed as if a small town were 
in flames, the area covered by the blasing mate- 
rial being a good half-mile. Mat-sheds, brick 
houses, launches, junks, and fishing boats burned 
fiercely, and gave many people on the ev 
kong’ side of the water the impression that tho 
Cosmopolitan Docks or the adjoining kerosene 
tanks had caught fire. 

Hundreds of the Kowloon residents crowded 
towards the scene of the fire, whilst H. B. the 
Governor, slong™~ with Viscount Suirdale, 
A.D.C., the Hen. F. H. May, C.M.G., Colonel. 
The O'Gorman, Deputy-Superintendent 
Badeley, and others hurrie over from the other 
side. 

Until midnight the fire burned fiercely. It 
then beyan to die out, but it was near on to five 
o'clock in the morning before it was altogether 
extinjruished. The damage will be considerable. 
and as it is not covered by insurance heavy 
losses will be experienced by the people con- 
cerned.

She remembered 
that she was a long time in the room, and one 
day she was told that a guese woman was 
in search of a little girl(to adopt, and witness 
then left the old house and went to another. It 
really amounted to a sale to the Portuguese 
woman. Witness remembered that her old 
amah, See Sam, had found her one day and had 
taken her back 

See Sam said she had been amah to the girl 
for about six years. She remembered the first 
defendant staying in her house three nights and 
on the 20th of the fifth moon ([6th June) had 
taken the child out to buy something. She 
remembered going out on a visit to a hon-e, 
where she saw the last witmess, who had called 
out to her, and witness had naturally taken 
possession of the child. She recognised the 
jacket and shoes as having been worn by the 
child. 

Li Hok Chao said the little girl was his con- 
cubine’s daughter. The concubine had died in 
1898 and he then made a present of the child to 
Ho A Ha, so that the latter was now the right- 
ful guardian of the child. 

Pun Pin, a coolie in the sister's employ. said he 
reeognised the little child. He remembered her 
being brought to the servants’ quarters. She 
remained there about a month. No further 
evidence of a satisfactory character could be 
elicited from this witness. His Worship observ- 
ing that he was evidently anxious not to say 
anything against these with whom he had been 
working. 

Chief Detective Inspector Hanson said. “On 
the 24th September I took the child, Li Mui. 
into the jail, where she pointed out amongst o 


Barracks when he saw a sword come over the 
wall. He handéd the sword to Corporal Rams- 
den, the canteen orderly. 

Lance-Corporal Laurence, of the R. W. F., 
said that on Wednesday midnight he was on 
duty in Ship Street. He heard a police whistle 
blown in the direction of St. Francis Street. 
He saw Constable Féfe running down and 
he ran after him. He assisted to arrest the 
defendants. The complainant was walking 
behind. He had no whistle and his bamboo 
helmet was gone. His sword was not in the 
scabbard.

Inspector Ford said that shortly after 
Wednesday midnight the four defendants were 
brought to No. 2 Police Station.

They kept up a continuous flow of insulting and 
filthy language. They mado repeated rashes 
across the charge room, and climbed on to the 
platform on which the desk on which he was 
writing stood. They shook their fists in 
his face and made several attenpts to strike 


him. 

‘His Worship (Mr. Harzeland) said that with 
reference to the first charge, cl.e evidence was 
very clear that any rate the firat,s :cond. and third 
defendants behaved in a most disorderly inanner 
in the presence of Inxpector Ford, and he 
therefore fined them Sil eacl, or 14 days. 
There was practically no evidence against the 
fourth, so far as the first charge was concerned. 
As to the second charge he was quite satisfied 
this Chinese constable was assaulted by all four 
defendants.

On the 16th of the fifth moon A Ha 
went to Canton, leaving the child behind. That 
day she gave the defendant Ha8lv0. She saidher 
things wore with the nun, and some of the child's 
things were with defendant. 

The second defendant said he did nothing in 
the matter. The whole thing was done by the 
first defendant. 

Mr. Hazeland said from the avidence it was 
very clear that the first defendant stole the 
girl from the possession and against the will 
of her guardian. And further, she took it to 
the hospital sisters’ quarters where the second 
defendant was a boarder. The whole thing was 
a conspiracy between the two, the second de- 
fendant being. no doubt, as much in the swim as 
the other. With reference to the second defen- 
dant, that when the child had been told not to go 
down the stairs and had done so, the defendant 
had slapped the child's face.

Chan: I, a married woman, and Fung Kau, 
servant boy, both of whom are doing six months 
imprisonment for kidnapping, were charged‘on 
remand on the lst inst. with kidnapping a girl 
named Li Mui. aged six years, with intent to 
deprive one Ho A Ha of the charge on the 
16th June. 

Ho A Ha said she spent three days searching

any authority for the child to be taken away, nor 
had she ever borrowed $100 from either of the 
defendants. 

Li Mui, the little girl, identified Li Hok Chao 
as her father, and Ho A Ha whom she had been 
living with. She said she had been told by the 
first defendant to follow her, saying she was 
going to be an apprentice toa nun. While out 
she was supposed to be going to the bank. Be- 
fore getting to the bank, however, the woman 
took her back westwards saying she would take 
her to Aberdeen to see the sights. They got out

Street, and into a room which was the servants 
quarters of the hospital sisters. When she got 
into the room the first defendant gave hera peach

THE FATAL COOLIE QUARREL 
AT EAST POINT.

Our readers may remember that on the morn- 
ing of the 19th September a quarrel took place 
among the coolies employed at the Sugar Re- - 
finery at East Point. Several were injured, 
one so seriously thati he died shortly afterwards. 
His name was Cheng Yau Hong. ‘lwo men 
named Wu Tai Ngan and Wu Chung Tsun are 
in custody charged with wilful murder. They 
appeared before Mr, Hazeland on the 2nd inst. 

Mr. F. B. L. Bowley (Messrs. Dennys and 
Bowley) appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. 
J. Hays (Messrs. Johnson, Stokes, and Master) 
watched the case on behalf of one of the 
witnesses. 

Mr. Bowley said the case arose out of a riot 
which took place among the coolies employed 
at the China Sugar Refinery. It seemed 
that on the morning of the 19th eptember 
some 20 or 30 coolies were engaged in stacking 
bags of sugar inside the Refinery. Two of them 
surnamed Cheng began to quarrel with two 
others surnamed Wu. At about half-past 
eight the coolies went to their breakfast. As 
soon as they sot outside the Refinery they re- 
newed the dispute, and commenced to fight in 
the road. As the result of that fight two men 
seemed to have been rather badly injured. A 
Inkong who appeared on tle scene found there 
two men in the road when all the rest had 
gone away. They were two of the four who 
were in at the original quarrel, and were faken . 
in charge by the lukong. One was a Cheng and 
the othera Wu. The last-named charged the 
other with assault. The case was remanded, 
and as at the subsequent hearing the com- 
plainant did not appear it was dismissed. * It 
seemed that the other Cheng went to his coolie: 
house in Jardino’s Bazaar, and hera fire or six 
men, including the prisoners, threw themselves 
upon him, ultimtely leaving bim senseless on 
the ground, where he was found three-quarters 
of an hour afterwards by a detective and taken 
to the Hospital, where it was discovered that 
his spleen was ruptured. He was operated upon, 
but the man died, and the prisoners, who were 
originally charged with ussault, were now 
charged with wilful murder. 

Evidence in support of Mr. Bowley's state- 
ment was given, and the prisoners were remand- 
ed. 


THE PORTUGUESE FESTIVITIES 
AT MACAO. 


—-——# 
[BY OUR OWN REPRESENTATIVE. } 

On Friday, the 28th ult., the ancient and 
picturesque Portuguese colony of Mecao put off 
its customary quietness to celebrate on a most 
enthusiastic and vivacious scale the birthday of 
its sovereign and hisconsort. Itis a remarkable 
coincidence that the anniversaries of the natal 
days of T. M the King anil Queen of Portugal 
fall on the same day, and this naturally added 
additional enthusiasm to the birthday celebra- 
tions. Mucao is renowned for its festivals, and 
on Friday the colony was en fete. The arrival of 
the military expedition from Portugol and the 
presence of two Portuguese ships of war in. the. 
harbour have necessarily quickened social life in 
Macao, and the hitherto placid little colony now 
bears the aspect of an important garrison town. 
Soldiers and sailors are everywhere met with, 
and the martial appearance of the colony is 
emphcsised by tho trenches and other military 
works constructed and under construction for 
the protection of the city. 

Although such preparations have been made 
to resist possible attacks from the Chinese, H.E. 
the Governor, in conversation with our repre- 
sentative, said he was perfectly at ease, and did 
not fear any anti-foreign outbreaks on the part 
of the natives, either in or around the colony. 
The Chinese on the mainland were, in fact, 

‘ very friendly with the Portuguese authorities 
and were very peaceably inclined. Still, he 
considered it necessary to take every precaution, 
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‘and-having been 


en formerly -a military~ engineer, 
he-was able'to ‘see that ‘the defences were. ade- 
quate for protective purposes. 

At noon on Friday’ H.E. José Maria .de 
Sousa::Horta e Costa, the Governor of Macao, 
received his nationals and a telegram of con- 
 Semeraan was sent off at 1 p.m. to their 

ajesties the King and Queen of Portugal. 

In the afternoon His Excellency, attended 
by his staff, in the presence of many hundreds of 
spectators, reviewed the troops. All the officers 
were in full uniform, and there were also present 
the commanders and officers of the British 
torpedo-boat destroyers, the Handy Otter, 
which had been sent specially to Macao to salute 
the Portuguese flag on chin oceasion. The 
troops numbered nearly one thousand officers 
and men, and these were put on parade with- 
ont.leasening the usual number on the ordinary 
garrison daty. The spectacle was very animat- 
ing, the uniforms of the Portuguese officers 
being very smart and attractive. The sections 
taking part consisted of infantry, artillery and 
a naval brigade from the men-of-war Adamastor 
and Zaire. The soldiers just arrived from Lis- 
bon are a well-set up body of men, and could no 
doubt do useful work if called upon. They are 
attired in what is generally termed a “holland” 
uniform, with brown felt slouch hata, and top 
boots coming just below the knee. ‘They are 
armed with maguzine rifies and sword bayorets. 
The Artillery men are all of good physique. 
The sailors presented also a smart appesrance, 
and gavo tle idea that like the Dritish taudy 
men they would prove good and usefa fi;-htir ¢ 
material. In addition to the Europeun troops 
there were also on parade centingents of Indian 
and Chinese soldiers, the latter being very 
well drilled. The review passed off most 
successfully, and it also served tie useful pur- 
pose of impressing the Chinuse with a sense 
of the military preparedness. The officers in 
charge of the troops were. Major F. F. Maher 
and Major A. Moraes Bessa Varnhagem, to 
hee credit, is due for the success of the pa- 

e. 

In the evening the Praya Grande presented a 
very festive appearance, the facade of the Go- 
vernor’s Palace being covered with coloured 
fairy lamps and Japanese lanterns.

The Acting Viceroy, l'ak Sow, issued a pro- 
clamation twe days ayo contradicting the false 
Edict, and cautioning the people not to ba de- 
ceived by it, ns it was the work of some avil- 
disposed persons who had invented a story with 
intent to stir up disturbances. Like mary 
other Chinese official documents of a similar kind 
the proclamation centains many promises and 
threats which it is never intended to carry cut. 

' THE ANTI-CHRISTIAN FEELING. 

Another anti-Christian riot brcke ous the 
other day in Sham Leak, in the vicinity of 
Shek Loong and « hun Chitin, 15 miles from “ar- 
ton, 150 persons being rendered homeless and 
50 houses demolished. 

Overs hundred native Christians arrived here 
from Shek Loong threo days ago, and took 
shélter in the residences of tle French Mission, 
near the Roman Catholic Cathedral. On the 
24th inet. a mob of Chinese assembled in the 
vicinity, and began yelling 2 1 shouting and 
threatening the converts anc declaring that 
they would set fire to tho Cathedral. For- 
tunately some soldiers were stationed near, and 
they dispersed the mob before much damage ;was 
done. 

THE BRIGANDS GET BOLDER. 

It is reported that there has been a rising of 
the banditti in the districts of Hoi Ping and 
Hok-Shan, and that during this month not a 
houee or shanty had eabaged being attacked and 
robbed. ; 

In Chun Chow in the province of Kwangsi 
brigandage is re-appearing, some of the bri- 
gands making 6 mountain fastnesses 
their head quarters, and others hiding in 
the villages. The native soldiers have tried to 
catch them, but have not succeeded, being 
outnumbered and obliged to beat a retreat. 
The official in command of the army at 
onca sent a requisition to the Viceroy Tak 
Sow for reinforcement; tho latter replied that 
he could hardly spare him any troops from 
Canton, as of late the robbery and anti-christian 
riots had increased.

Bp ae PUNITIVE WORK. 

The Peking news is that the second function 
of the Field Force, viz., its punitive agency, is at 
last coming into play. Why the responsible 
leaders have been so long in abstaining from 

‘this urgent duty is best known to themselves. 
‘he Boxers in the absence of arms and real 
discipline may be contemptible as an enemy in the 
feld, but none the less have they been the fons 
et origo of the whole volcanic upheaval; and 
until their society and hocus pocus have been 
reduced to descredit they will still bea tremendous 
power for evil, and a source of disquietude to 
the natives, if not to the foreigners. Incredible 
as it may seem, faith still has its victory over 
sense, and they still vaunt them of their thau- 
maturgic rubbish and maintain that their 
mystic spells and supernatural power only fail 
because of (1) the unbelief of the elect, (2) of the 
breaking of their charms by the more powerful 
exorcism of the foreigner, or by the presence of 
women in the scene of action. Truly might 
the- American boy observe that ‘ Faith is the 
belief in things that you know ain't so”: the 
Boxer movement and Christian Science are not 
mental exotics even at the end of the X1Xth, 
Century ; but let us come to fact. Reconnai- 

‘sances were made by the Lancers (lst 
Bengal) and Germans in succession away 
to the 8. W. of Lau-ko-chian or Polo's 
Bridge. They found the Boxers in force near 
Liang Hsiang, the first station on the Pao- 
tingfu line. Next day a large body of Ger- 
mans went out accompanied by fifty Lancers, 
and engaged the enemy. It was an affair and 
no battle: some five hundred (I quote the smal- 
lest. number given) were killed und apparently 
some escaped. The Germans had one killed 
and five wounded, including at officer. 

A LITTLE OUTING. 

Tientsin in the same week but, a day or two 
earlier, had a similar affair in hand. " General 
Dorward took out some 2,000 odd men towards 
Du Lin (23 miles down the Grand Canal). He had 
all arms, including a complete cavalry regiment 
and a fine battery of Horse Artillery, and made his 
dispositions to bay the whole covey if fight were 
offered, but the inhabitants met him with absolute- 
ly no resistance and took their punishment like 
Gentle Jane in the Sunday school story. Du 
Liu has for many years b.en notorious as a 
rowdy anti-foreign city: foreign boat-passengers 
were always insulted and often robbed and 
threatened in transit ; and moreover throughout 
this great sedition it has had an evil reputation 
as a Boxer centre. They knew punishment 
was coming and had transfered much of their 
goods and wealth into junks: they begged to 
be allowed to go on board of these: this was 
granted. The column was given permission to 
loot two large pawn-shops before the town was 
fired and burned completely out. The ‘outing’ 
took four days and was greatly enjoyed as such 
by the men and officers though the regret was 
widespread that there wae no enemy to fight. 

THE STATE OF TIENTSIN. 

Tientain has ever since been ludicrously like 
Rag Fair: at every street corner the swarthy 
Aryans are to be seen relling old clothes by 
pantomime, and a crowd of clamourous Chinese 
coolies eager to buy cheap, bet failing 
miserably in the attempt. Women's under- 
wear and winter clothing figure largely in the 
sale and offer of course illimitable chances of 
wit to the wags and scally-wags of both races. 

Coolie wages run from 80 to 50 cents. per 
diem and generally with rice thrown in. There 
can be no doubt that many of the thousands 
now employed by the different Commissariats. 
are. quondam Boxers. The metamorphosis is 
easy—simply doffing some ribbons: thus we 
get. the startling paradox that would-be 
homicides are now being rewarded by higher 
wages and better food by their putative 
victims.

AN OFFICIAL RECALL. 

It was reported in Peking last week that. 
M. de Giers was recalled. I believe this 
is wrong: it is Admiral Hiltebrandt, the 
senior officer in Taku, who is _ recalled. 
Common report ascribes the recall to official 
condemnation of the decision by which the ulti- 
matum was sent in to the Taku forta on Jane 
16th; if this be true it reveals a very low ebb in 
official ineptitude. The Peking official folk all 
more or less affect the theory that this ultima- 
tum was the sole cause of the attack on the 
Legation and on the Tientain Settlements; but 
surely the history of the last six months does 
not support the notion that the official Peking 
View isasound one. Almost to a man every 
lay judge in North China holds that the ultima- 
tion only precipitated the: crisis; it did not 
create it Native Tientsin and Peking cities 
had gone hopelessly “ Boxer’ before the ultima- 


tum was dreamed of, and it was only a question | 


of one or two days that the officials and troops 
would declare for them also. The taking of the 
forts was a desperate remedy, and, like all such, 
created much disturbance in the body politio, 
but it certainly saved our lives. It is not 
generally known that 8,900 men were actually 
mareching.from Lutai to re-inforco the garri- 
son at the forts at the moment of the attack. 
It was only due to a _ railway civilian 
that these men did not get rail transit 
and come down in two hours. Great issues hang on 
small causes. It isto be devoutly hoped that 
the gallant Russian sailor is not going to suffer 
for a sound strong policy and to be. Jonahized 
to save the face of a weak Minister! 
THE COMING ATTACK ON PEITANG. 

Every day for the last nine weeks we have 
been told that the Pei Tang forts were about 
to be bombarded and stormed: numberless re- 
conaissances have been made. I believe it is 
at last: to be done. Some people who affect to be 
behind the scenes say that the whole thing has 
been arranged: that the Allies are to make 
a show of attack, the Chineseashow of resistance, 
and that all will be over in half an hour. The 
poor Commander wants to save his face, and the 
half-starved garrison to get back to their wives 
and families. I must profess some scepticism as 
to this pretty scheme. I think there will bea 
fight. The ground is well mined, though 
mines under Chinese management are not 
very effective. The co-operation of the-Navy 
is doubtful, but military men think the heavier 
guns at the Taku Forta will try long bowls —5}4 
or 6 miles. We know the Russian, French, and 
Germans are in it, as these forces have entrained 
to-day : as the Japanese are very strong at their 
Taku base they will probably be there too. Our 
people are supposed to be in it by the British 
officers here, but the Russians assert we have 
elected to stand out and are growling according- 
ly. I need not state that the Pei Tang Forts. 
command the Railway and communication with

THE RESIGNATION OF GOVERNOR CLIFFORD. 

Confirming the cable message sent you a 
couple of days ago, it is with the greatest poa- 
sible regret that the general community here 
have learned that H.E. Hugh Clifford, C.M.G.., - 
is wisl.ful of resigning. the Governorship, and 
has cabled home to that effect. Many reasons 
for his desire are given, but the probable one is 
the railway from Jesselton, now being con- 
structed by Messrs. Paulingi, and of. which he 
entirely disapproves. If this is the case Mr. 
Clifford is certainly showing his disapproval in 
the strongest possible manner in his power, and 
io one will ever be able to saddle him with any 
responsibility for the railway. At the same 
time, it will be a thousand pities if he be allowed 
to resign. The unanimous opinion is that - 
Governor Clifford is the best man the country 
has ever had, and that it has every possible 
chance of proving itself under his guidance. 
He has not been with us long, but it is safe to 
say his influence has been felt by all, and has 
penetrated every branch of the Government, 
planting, and commercial life of the territory. 

THE )LO88 OF THE “ SABINE.” 

About the oss dp the despatch of my last 
news notes to you, ite small Sandakan steamer 
Sabine was slightly overdue. As the vessel did 
not arrive back here in due course, and there 
was no word of her at the first port she was to 
have visited, Jolé, tho steamor Normankurat 
was sent out to search the islands between here 
aud Jolé. She spent nearly five days in this 
work, and returned with one of the Sabine's 
boats, a lot of small wreckage, and reported the 
finding of two bodies. ‘lhe vessel had about 47 
passengers and 17 crow on board, of which not 
a single person would appear to have escaped. 
She was Chinese owned, and neither hull nor 
cargo was insured. Everything possible hus 
been done t6 find any survivors, but, unfor- 

tely, without the slightest success. Her 

sappearance is a mystery, and, as the actual 

wreck has not been found, it is probable that it 

will never be known definitely how she was lost. 
A STEAMER FOR MANILA.

Manila, 28th September, 
INSURGENTS SCORE SEVERAL B8UCCESSES— 
FIFTY-SEVEN AMERICANS REPORTED 
CAPTURED IN MARINDUQUE. 

As the time of the Presidential elections in 
the United States draws near the insurgents . 
sre fulfilling their promises and showing a 
spurt of hostility that outdistances the eo of 
their greatest admirers. At no time during 
the insurréction have the Filipinos been more 
determined and agyrossive, and seldom have 
they met with more success.* The greater part 
of the fighting has taken plave in central and . 
southern Luzon, but disturbances have been and . 
are general throughout the Archipelago.: Three 
or four well planned ambushes have -caused. 
severe losses to the Americans, and though 
every effort has been put forward to bring 
swift punishment to the enomy, it must he admit- 
ted that only very little has been.accomplished. 
The losses of the Americans in killed, wonnded, ~ 
and captured, during one fortnight amount to 
between ninety and one handred, while the re- 

rted casuulties of the enemy wero ‘about ono © 

undred and twenty-five. : Such: things as:‘these 
are alarming.. As a rule tho losses:inflicted on 
the insurgents are five to'ten times heavier than

On top of all this comes a report from the 
island of Marinduque,-as yet unverified, that 
fifty-seven men of the 29th Volunteer Infantry 
have been captured. It is known that a 
command of this size left Santa Cruz on the 


gunboat Villulobos, and proceeded some valid ; 


five miles down the coast to Torrijos, where the 
enemy was reported to be in force. The gun- 
boat landed them and soon steamed away. 
Since that time, September 14th, nothing has 
been heard of the soldiers, However, numerous 
reports of their fate have come in from many 
different sources, and these nearly all agree in 
the story that a large body of Filipinos sur- 
rounded the Amerizans, fought them for several 
hours, and after killing and wounding several, 
forced the others to surrender, as the ammuni- 
tion was exhausted. If it is true, it isthe first 
case of the surrender of a force of any size to 
the insurgents. A gunboat has been sent with 
two companies of the 38th Infantry to the 
scene of the reported fight; but up to the pre- 
sent no word has been received from the 
expedition. 
. THE INSURGENT DIPLOMACY. 

During the last three weeks the residents of 
Manila have been treated to an experience some- 
thing like that endured during the first half of 
the year 1898. Small bands of insurcents elated 
by their successes have persistently attacked 
many of the towns in Cavite province and 
were even bold enough to annoy the whole line 
of villages that fringe the bay from Cavite to 
Caloocan. The noise of the firing could be heard 
in Manila very plainly, and at night there was 
considerable anxiety among the residents. In 
many parts of the city special guards were 
posted about the houses in which army families 
were living. In all prohability this activity on 
the part of the insurgents will continue to the 
time of the elections. Every one feels that the 
present surprising aggressiveness is a grand 
effort to influence public opinion at the critical 
moment when the people of the country are 
deeply interested in national affairs, caused by 
the election of the President. And it is very 
possible that their work is not in vain, for the 
determined stand made during these days will 
no doubt influence many votes that would have 
been cast for Mr. McKinley. 

THE CIVIL COMMISSION AT WORK. 

The public sessions held twice a week in the 
rooms of the Civil Commission are proving 
very popular. The Filipinos are eeginning to 
realise that anyone who desires to express him- 
self on matters of government can be heard if 
he simply has the energy to notify the Pre- 
sident of the Commission one day in advance. 
Whe various billa are publicly read and debated 
and some of these discussions have produced 
valuable suggestions and modifications from 
among the audience. Last Wednesday the Bill 

- of Commissioner Moses providing for a bureau 
of statistics was read and passed. On next 
Wednesday Commissioner Wright will present 
for final consideration his important Harbour 
Bill, which provides for the extensive and 
permanent improvement of the harbours. 

The Civil Servico Act is one of the most com- 
prehensive and important works of the com- 
mission, and it has produced an immediate good 
effect, for it outlines the advantages that are 
to be enjoyed by the Filipinos in the service 
of the government. 

MABINI AT LIBERTY. 

Last Sunday Genoral McArthur liberated 
the poor old paralytic Sr. Mabini, who has been 
slowly failing in the Anda Street jail. Mabini 
is probably the staunchest and “ brainiest” 
insargent that the war has produced. In gpite 
of his shattered and useless body he has been at 
all times the hoad and centre of the insurrection. 
He has been most considerately treated through 
all the months ¢f confinement, and he has been 
more the guest of the government than a pri- 
soner of war. Grneo before he was berated, 
but his rash utterances soon caused his roarrest. 
He still refuses to sweur allegiance to te 
‘United States, but he agrees to assume a passive 
attitude, and net stir up tronble. 


A military sccicty has teen lately organized 
in Tokyo with the object of rondering necessary 
assistance to the needy families of those who 
either fell sick or lost their lives: daring the 
campaign’ in North China. In Tokyo and 
Yokohama alone over 1,000 persons have joined 
ths society.

THE KOWLOON WATER SUPPLY.

81n,—Mr. Ormsby is reported to have stated 
at yesterday's meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee that the only complaint he had had re- 
garding meters registering air was “a case 
in which $1.80 was paid by the occupants of a 
whole terrace” for excess. I beg respectfully 
to correct the honourab!e gentleman. Major 
Brown complained of the same thiog the other 
day at the Sanitary Board meeting. and pre- 
vious to that I myself wrote Mr. Ormsby—and I 
have ‘his acknowledgment, dated 26th Sept. 
I complained not so much of having $2.85 to 
pay for my own house alone (not for a whole 
terrace—as I have a meter for my own house) 
but because of having had to go through the 
summer months with scaicely any water at all 
and then be charged with using water in excess 
of the quantity allowed. 

As I mentioned also tha’, I was in tke habit of 
turning on taps at night in the hope of getting 
some water before morning and that I was in- 
formed that my meter then registered air, I am 
afraid he had my case in his mind when he spoke 
yesterday. Ifso, I think he might with advan- 
tage be a little more exact when stating a case. 
If not, thon he must have under-statcd his 
number of complaints. 

I can assure the honourable gentleman there 
will be no need for him to prosecute me for 
wasting :outer on such occasions, as only for 
a very short period, usually about half an hour, 
did the water over come on at night—some- 
limes about 10 p.m.. when it was not required 
for that day—and other times about 2 or 3 a.m. 
— then there would not be any for the rest of 
that day—and I myself was always on the alert 
to prevent waste. 

I must add. sir, that for abont a week now 
our water supply has greatly improved, but 
after Major Brown's description at the Sanitary 
Board Meeting, of the Pumping Machinery at 
Yaumati, we have scarcely sufficient confidence 
to be without a small reserve stock in the house. 
I must at same time thank the members of the 
Sanitary Board for having so eloquently voiced 
the wants of the Kowloon community on this 
subject.— Yours, ete.,

When the troopships are once more running 
between Southampton and Bombay, writes a 
Lahore paper, the number of time-expired 
soldiers to be sent Home to the Reserve will be 
abnormally large. Soldiering for a period of 
years in India, the real training school of the 
British Army, has turned these men into steady, 
seasoned and well-disciplined soldiers, and they 
may truly be described as the flower of our 
short sorvice arms. A correspondent of a lead- 
ing cervice paper, writing from India, makes 
the ruggestion that some of theso men, instead 
of being discharged to the Reserve, should be 
permitted to rejoin the colours at Home.

CONSULAR REPORT. 
- 
CANTON, 

We noticed last month in these columns tho 
report of the Imperial Maritime Customs on 
the trade of Canton for 1899. Wo have now 
beforo us Mr. Consul Scott's report for the 
same period.. As Mr. Scott's statistics are 
necessarily taken from the Customs returns, it 
will not b2 necessary here to go into the exact 
figures again. It will be remembered that the 
ine 1899 was the best on record —both in vo- 
ume and in value of trade. * This is the more 
remarkable,” says Mr. Scott, “as statements 
have appeared from sources that should be res- 


| ponsiblo and well informed that the West Kiver 


and Inland Water Navigation Regulations are 
of such a nature as to prevent the expansion 
of trade, while the prevalence of ‘piracy, as 
it is somewhat exagyeratedly called, had practi- 
cally put a stop to trade altogether. No doubt 
these stutenents have been made to some extent 
under the idea that exaggeration ix necessary 
where change or reform ts desired, but in this 
case it would seem that they have overshot their 
mark, so wide are the real facts from those pre- 
dicated.’ Theitalics are ours, Mr. Scott's re- 
markable statement seeming to call for special 
notice. Events have decided in no uncertain 
fushion on the truth of the official ond the lay 
presentations of the case. 

Under the head of Inland Waters Navigation, 
Mr, Scott goes on to say: “In spite of many 
assertions to the contrary, the Inland Waters 
Navigation from Canton, in the only direction 
it seems probable it could be expected to do so, 
has proved a very considerable success." By 
this Mr. Scott means that the passenger traffic 
has very largely increased, as no doubt it has. 
In 1899 it had much more than doubled, the 
report points out. “The development of the 
passenger traffic has. I think, by no means 
reached its full extent. It is very profitable 
and launches are being registered almost daily. 
In this direction, therefore, the new regulations 
must; I think, be considered a very considerable 
success. 

Apart, however. from the question of passen- 
ger traffic, what Mr. Scott has to say is this :— 

“The difficulties and intricacies of the lekin 
system of taxation have been charged with pre- 
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venting these launches from carrying goods 
inland. But goods are carried‘inland and are 
brought to Canton for sale and export, and the 
vessels conveying them aro subjected to all the 
disadvantages of the /ekin as at present collect- 
ed. Under the Inland Water 
gulations, launches it is laid down-when carry- 
ing goods shali be on the same footing. as junks 
and native cargo boats. It would seem, there- 
fore, that some other cause must in a large 
Messure be responsible for the non-transference 
of the carrying trade to these launches or to 
boats towed by.them. It seems probable that 
as, speaking generally. Chinese merchants are 
more or less indifferent to a day or so in the ar- 
rival of goods at their destination, it is found 
on these maenificent water-ways'in which the 
tide ebbs and flows, that it is far cheaper, and, on 
the whole, more convenient to send goods inland 
and bring them to Canton in native-built boats 
with the assistance of the tides and winds, than to 
employ steam launches. There is no doubt, 
too. thut the native boats being generally of 
shallower draft than the screw launches at 
present almost exclusively used, can penetrate 


further inland than the launches can without - 


transhipment of the goods. In time a partial 
transference of the trade may. possibly, be 
looked for, but it seems probable that. for a 
long time to come, steam on the inland waters 
of this district will not supplant native boata 
propelled leisurely by sails, oars, poling, and 
the tides. This appears to be more probable, 


as in the case of the passenger traffic there has. 


been no doubt or hesitation in the matter OF 
the 178 launches registered in Canton. 28 only 


were registered in the names of foreigners, Of . 


these eighteen were British. five German, four 
American, and ono French. It is probable 
that the genuine interests of British subjects 
in, the above oightecn launches, with an 
exception or two. is extromely trifling, if 
indeed. any such interest really exists at 
all. In my opinion, it is improbable in a 
high degree that genuine-owned and managed 
British or foreign-owned launches will ever, 
under any circumstances, b3 able to compste 


with Chinese launches in the inland water — 


traffic either in passengers or goods, simply, if 
for no other reason, on the score of expense.” 

But Mr. Scott thinks desirable a modification 
of the Regulations whereby all launches and 
steamers rezistered for the inland waters at 
Canton, Samshui, or Wuchow, may be enabled 
to carry passengers and cargo to al ports and 
places on ‘he inland waters and West River 
indifferently. ‘It should, however, be clearly: 
pointed out that sych modification would be a 
further privilege which is not contained in 
either the Inland Waters Navigation or West 
River Regulations as at prasent in force.” 

With regard to piracy and blackmailing, Mr. 
Scott is inclined to make merry over the alleged 
effect on British trade, and says that the 
returns of trade do not warrant the belief that 
the import of British goods has oven been 
hindered or that goods for export have suffered. 
He continues:—*I hope I shall not be ac- 
cnsed of minimising tho state of things in 
this district. One robbery, one outrage only is 
one too many, but the whole mattef has, in my 
opinion, been so grossly exaggerated and so false 
an impression has been created in the public 
mind at home and in China to judge by the 
public prints, that I have thought it right to 
point out the real facts of the case.” He admits, 
however, that the mischief is deep seated, and 
the evils caused by years of mal-administration 
cannot be cradicated in a day. 

In conclusion we quote the remarks with 
which Mr. Scott winds up his report :— 

“ Matters do not move rapidly in Canton, but 
there are signs of progress in the air. It is 
true that nothing has practically been done with 
respect to the projected railways from Hankow 
to Canton and from Hongkong to Canton; 
both projects I should say are unlikely to be 

-earried through for some years; both involyo a 
very large expenditure, the return on which for 
many years is doubtful. But there isa Chinese 
scheme which has, it is said, received official 
countenance, if not sanctioned, for embanking 
the river front of the city from Shameen down- 
wards, a very fine and useful work if it is only 
carried out by its Chinese projectors, A scheme 
for supplying water to Canton has algo been 
laid before the Viceroy. The use of electricity 
for lighting the streets is increasing and the

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samé company as is supplying electricity has 
laid down maing in various directions from 
fixed pumping atations for fire-oxtinguishing. 
Various other schemes, somé practical, some 
chinierical, are nicoted, but all showing a desire 
to increase the amenities of life among the 
natives of Canton. Meanwhile the British 
and French Concessions on Shameen are be- 
coming too small for the foreign mercantile 
community, which is growing year by year. 
Very little pe is left on the British portion 
and not much more on the French part of Sha- 
meen. It seems inevitable that a fresh con- 
ceasion, either cosmopolitan or under the juris- 
diction of one particular nation will have to be 
found somewhere, but where, is the question. 
It is a problem that will probably prove difficult 


of solution.” 


SOME STRAITS SETTLEMENTS

‘The revenue of the Colony for 1899 was 
$5,199,149, corrected for arrears, against 
_ $5,029,689, the revenue for 1898. The outlay was 
$5,063,884, against $4,582.95 in 1898. 

‘he revenue from opium licences amounted 
to $2,318,400; that from spirit licences reached 
$757,200. 

The Government profit on silver and copper 
coin issued in the Colony last year came to over 
$58,! 00. 

Subsidiary silver coin to the value of 263,600 
was imported during last year, as ayainst 
$572,000 in 1898. A considerable quantity of 
this coin finds its way to Netherlands India. 

The military expenditure of the Colony for 
1899 was over 8969.250:—contribution $917.773 
and balance of contribution for 1898, 851,479. 
The contribution for 1899 was estimated at 174 
per cent. of the revenue of the Colony. plus cost 
of military works, but it was afterwards fixed 
at 20 per cent. of the revenue. this amount to 
‘cover all the liabilities of the Colony. 

The expenditure under the Volunteer’s Or- 
dinance was over $14,216. The ontlay on the 
Penang Volunteer Corps was over 82,690. The 
Crown Agents accounted for $3,102. The out- 
lay in Singapore came to $8,424.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


RUSSIAN FORGES IN THE 
AMOUR DISTRICT. 


Anent the paragraphs which have appeared 
in these columns regarding the Russian pur- 
chases of foreign steamers for the conveyance 
of troops and military stores from TEurope to 
the Far East, and the contemplated transport 
of 10.500 Russian soldiers to China, some 
details as to the composition of the Russian 
forces now in the Amur district, may be of 
some interest at the present time. ‘he district 
is of wide extent, and administratively includes 
not only the Amur provinces, but the lit- 
toral district of Vladivostock, Saghalien, and 
the Transbaikal. Independent of the forces 
now trevelling eastwards through Siberia, 
or ocean-borne from Odesea by transport, the 
Russian troops already stationed in the Amur 
Region include three East Siberian brigades 
(1! battalions) a division of artillery (4 batteries) 
the East Siberian light infantry (firaclleurs), 
two brisrades cf infantry of the line (9 battalions) 
two brigades of cavalry of the Ussuri division 
(4regiments), two East Siberia artillery brigades 
and two mobile artillery parks, according to 
figures taken by the Singapore Free Press from 
the columns of a French contemporary. 

The troops not brigaded include four batta- 
lions of the line, two batteries of the Transbaikal, | 
a battalion of East Siberia engineers, a railway ' 
battalion, four regiments of cavalry, the (os- 
sacks of the Amur and of the Ussuri, a 
rez iment of fortress infantry. (5 battalions), six 
companies of garrison artillery, three of miners, 
one of the sappers. and a telegraph section. 
The aggregate of these mobilised troops re- 
presents 30 battalions of infantry. 56 squadrons 


‘ of cavalry. 17 batteries, besides special tropps.

The Russian Lieutenant Stankevich with four 
soldiers, first entered the north-west fort, and, 
not having with him a fiag, he hoisted a 
shoulder strap of one of his sergeants. When 
the English flag subsequently appeared on the 
ramparts the Russians cheered, and from their 
new position began firing upon the nearest 
southern forts. 

Lieutenant Stankevich relates that on the 
night before the attack he attended a conference 
at the invitation of the German Cuptain Pohl. 
who, in the presence of the other foreign of- 
ficers, declared that it had been decided to retire 
as the naval artillery fire had done no damage 
whatever to the forts, the capture of which was, 
therefore, impossible. Lieutenant Stankevich 
categorically refused to retire, and then all the 
- other landing parties excepting the English 

formed their columns and marched away. The 
Russians occupied the moat in front of the fort, 
and the English threw out a line to the Rassian 
right. At dawn the Russians 
der the enemy's fire, stormed the fort, and 
the Germans and Japanese followed up behind.

The first defen- 
dant struck him across the shoulder with an 
axe, making a wound three and a half inches 
long. The third defendant caught hold of his 
queue and struck him'acreoss tho fingers with 
a chopper. He alco cnt tho queue of the de- 
portee, who jumped into the water and swem 
away. He had also a gash across his right 
cheek, but he could not tell who struck the blow, 
as it was done while he was pressed down upon 
the deck. He blew his whistle and the police 
came. All the defendants ran away with the 
exception of the first and second. He could 
recognise all the defendants. He had frequent- 
ly been on hoard their boat.—Sergeant U Po

Sooner than was perhaps anticipated, says the 
Engineer, the carrying capacity of the Siberian 
Railway has been put to the test, and its weak- 
ness became at once apparent, for it proved to 
be unequal to the task of conveying large bodies 
of troops.

No other 
recent; work on China is just what this book 
is—an historical sketch of ‘the Empire and its 
people from earliest times to tho present day. 
This gives the book a unique interest and an 
absolute value, for it is written from the stand- 
point of a modern American, who is not only in 
touch with China and its problem, but is an ear- 
nest advoc4te of China's progress towards that 
civilization which she is now seeking to retard. 
The book will contain an introduction by the 
Hon. Charles Denby, form2r U. 8. Minister to 
China, and this will give an additional value to 
the sketch.

The armament, which is 
of Elswick design, is of the best. There are 4 
12-in. (two forward and two aft), and 14 6-in. 
quick-firers, 20 12-pounders: 8 3-pounders, and 
4 24 pounder guns, besides 4 submerged torpedo 
tubes. The manipulation of the turntables and 
all the operations of loading and laying the 
guns are performed by hydraulic power, and all 
the guns and gunners are sheltered by heavy 
armour shields which revolve with the turn- 
tables. The Asahi on reaching Japan will be 
used as the leading flagship of the avy. ‘The 
Admiral's cabin, ward rooms, etc., are luxurious- 
ly fitted, and a perfect system of electric lights 
and telephones aro used throughout.
